Prof. Mahleni Njisane says he 
has recommended that a list be 
drawn up of all the youths who 
have suffered or been imprisoned 
at the hands of the South African 
government for political reasons, 
and that something be done to he¬ 
lp them. He envisions education 
overseas for more blacks because 
they could take a Transkei pass¬ 
port. 

But the young blacks who are 
leading the current demonstrati¬ 
ons across South Africa do not 
like Chief Kaiser. The struggle for 
power among blacks can be vie¬ 
wed as a struggle between these 


radicals and the homeland leaders, 
who cannot go into some of the 
black townships without police 
escort. 

As for the economy, all projects 
are controlled by South Africa 
through the Transkei Development 
Corporation. That could easily ch¬ 
ange after independence, Chief Ge¬ 
orge said. When asked about the 
possibility of nationalisation, he 
said never. 

West Germany already has some 
investment in the industrial town 
of Butterworth. A hydroelectric 
project at the confluence of the 
Tsitsa and Tina Rivers has been 
approved, and foreign investors 
will be sought, according to Chief 
George. 

But foreign investment is tricky 
because countries are not going to 
stampede to recognise the new 
country set up by white South 
Africa. Chief George says he 
does not care. 

The South Africans do. They 
say Taiwan and Paraguay may 
recognise the new country. South 
African officials point out that 
Malawi's President Hastings Ban¬ 
da has relatives in the Transkei 
and that the daughter of King 
Sobuza of Swaziland is going to 
marry the son of the paramount 
chief of Pondoland, one of the 
Transkeian territories, this mon¬ 
th. These white officials add that 
Kenya may recognise the Tran¬ 
skei. 

However, it will take recognit¬ 
ion by a large number of African 
countries before the United States 
and most European countries dare 
think of such a step. 

And black recognition depends 
on whether Chief Kaiser Matan¬ 
zima can prove he has not swap 1 ' 
ped the c&ise of his urban broth¬ 
ers for the glamour of leading a 
country. 


One wonders at the American public's ability 
to assimilate the indigestible pile of gibberish 
remarks being produced by Mr. Carter following 
the recent setback to his popularity. * 

It would appear that Mr. Carter has revised 
his campaign strategy and wants to cut down 
on off the cuff remarks about sex and such 
matters that have hurt his image. Yet those 
remarks were spoken honestly and plainly. Now, 
he has decided that he should concentrate on 
being more aggressive with President Ford 
instead. That would be fine by itself if Jimmy 
Carter had not also decided on the forked tongue 
approach. 

Take for example Mr. Carter’s statements at 
the St. John's Community Centre in Portland, 
Oregon on Sept. 28. On that occasion Jimmy 
Carter charged that the Ford administration 
had not met the moral standards set by the 
Franklin Roosevelt, Truman, Johnson and 
Kennedy administrations in the pursuit of their 
foreign policy. 

Well, that was quite a mouthful from a peanut 
farmer. Granted that Mr. Roosevelt was an 
idealist and by the opinion of the vast majo¬ 
rity was a man of strong moral fibre, if not 
a seasoned statesman, but to speak approvingly 
of the moral standards of foul-mouthed Mr. Tru¬ 
man who enjoys the highly dubious distinction 
of being the first man in history to sanction 
the use of atomic weapons against civilian tar¬ 
gets is a plain misuse of language and a blatant 
insult to the intelligence if not the memory of 
the electorate. Perhaps the farmer from Plains, 
Georgia would do well to go visit Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki and see the scorched earth, the 
people whose eyeballs melted from the heat of 
the bombs, and the massive graves, the testi¬ 
mony to the hundred thousand human beings 
who went up in a mushroom cloud in Hiroshima 
alone; let him go see the living dead who sur¬ 
vived, the cancer victims genetically deformed. 
Let him witness the results of this overpowering 
show of Mr. Truman’s moral rectitude. Anyone 


who. admires such morality should be cast out 
from human society, not elected president of 
one of the most powerful nations in the world. 
Who knows, Mr. Carter might decide to follow 
in the footsteps of his erstwhile predecessor. 

Mr. Carter could also learn something from 
a visit to Palestinian refugee camps in the 
Middle East, and to the people cast out of their 
land with the blessing and recognition of the 
same Mr. Truman. 

If Mr. Carter is too squeemish to view the 
results of the morally superior foreign policy 
of Mr. Truman, perhaps he should remain in the 
sticks and run for the office of mayor of Plains. 
Perhaps life as a gentleman fanner would suit 
him best, and restrict the damage that would 
result from unleashing his moral rectitude on 
the rest of the world. 

But then, if Mr. Carter is too provincial to 
be acquainted with the* true nature of Mr. 
Truman's policy, surely he cannot be ignorant 
of the Vietnam war. After all, that was an issue 
that was long debated in the United States it¬ 
self. Or has he forgotten that President Ken¬ 
nedy was the first to commit American troops 
to Vietnam or that President Johnson was the 
man who followed this up with nearly half a 
million troops and was the man who ordered 
the bombing of Hanoi and the blockade and 
mining of Haiphong? 

How can Mr. Carter reconcile his admira¬ 
tion for those responsible for committing 
American troops to Vietnam with his ..own 
declared position of supporting an amnesty for 
Vietnam war dodgers? Come, come, Mr. Carter, 
you will have to do better than that. Is this the 
way you want to breathe new life into the 
Washington establishment, and restore respec¬ 
tability and fairness to government? Is it by 
contradicting yourself and going against your 
earlier principles? Is it by showing contempt 
for the American public through such utteran¬ 
ces? Is it by selling yourself out to gain a few 
votes? *;

University education and 
economic development

With the opening of the new academic year 
and on the occasion of the appointment a new 
board of trustees for the University of Jordan 
I would like to take this opportunity to discuss 
the role of university education for the develo¬ 
pment of Jordan’s society. 

It is needless to emphasise the significance 
of the role of education for the advancement of 
any society. Education can be looked at as a 
means of raising productivity and would lead to 
more effective family planning. From this view¬ 
point economists have stressed the need to dev¬ 
ote more public funds to education. The wisdom 
of expending public funds on education is not 
to be measured by its direct fruits alone. It will 
be profitable as a mere investment, to give the 
masses of the people much greater opportunities 
to get the start for bringing out their latent abi¬ 
lities and to produce the system of values and 
quality of civilisation that is desired. 

From these perspectives we find that advan¬ 
ced countries have focused their efforts at ear¬ 
lier stage to develop and design their educati¬ 
onal programmes to suit their growth aspirati¬ 
ons. For example, in the United States, the 
Morrill Land-Grant Act was issued to encourage 
the formation of state universities which pione¬ 
ered in the establishment of agriculture resear¬ 
ch and extension, and helped move engineering 
from a small and narrow profession to its 
present key position in an industrialised society. 


Here in Jordan, we ought to benefit from the 
experiences of the advanced world and reorga¬ 
nise our efforts and activities to attain the 
desired output from our higher educational 
institution. Since Jordan launched its five year 
economic development plan, I think the univer¬ 
sity can participate much more effectively to 
achieve the growtth targets of this plan and of 
' its subsequent branches. This, in my opinion, 
can be materialised through two major channels. 
One is through providing society with its capable 


graduates in a variety of disciplines; mainly, 
agriculture, economics, sciences, medicine and 
education. 

Hence, one fundamental objective of the uni¬ 
versity is *to help its students acquire the skills, 
abilities, attitudes and knowledge that will pre¬ 
pare them for complete productive living in 
Jordan’s society. With respect to these major 
teaching responsibilities, I believe that Jordan 
University must centre around achieving four 
ultimate objectives for its studens : 1) To give 
the student vocational competence in his chosen 
subject-mater area. 2) To provide an atmosph¬ 
ere which encourages further personal develop¬ 
ment. 3) To bring about a better awareness of 
socials and civil responsibilities and finally to 
develop human relationships. 

The second channel is through conducting 
scientific research on vital domestic problems 
and by providing professional consultations to 
both public and private firms. In order to fulfill 
these expected objectives and attain the optimum 
benefits from university I suggest the following: 
One, we need to attract and encourage more hi¬ 
ghly qualified Jordanians who are m ainl y work¬ 
ing abroad, to come and work with the univer¬ 
sity, as well as to offer better incentives to 
those who are currently working on campus to 
stay and give the most they can, especially, 
those who joined the university in the past few 
years and may have to pay more than 80 per 
cent of their salary for renting an apartment 
alone. I think that improving the pay-scale has 
become a necessity if we desire to keep those 
people working at the university, good admini¬ 
stration which understands the nature of its 
business in such institutions is important for the 
success of its operation. Rigid rules and regula¬ 
tions do complicate the function of the teaching 
staff and reduce their efficiency. 

Finally, there must be an overall atmosphere 
conducive for research and for the smooth ope¬ 
ration of the university.

He said the petition was filed through a lawyer the day be¬ 
fore and neither Christina, 25, nor her husband Alexandras 
appeared in person. They were married in July last year. 

The- petition has been registered and would now follow 
normal procedure. 

Under Greek ecclesiastic law the archbishopric will attempt 
to reconcile the couple. If this formality fails it will set in 
motion juridical procedures before a civil court to have the 
marriage dissolved by common consent. 

The marriage was the second for Christina and followed a 
whirlwind courtship. Her husband is heir to a banking fortune. 

She was married for the first time in 1971, to Joseph Bolker, 
a California reed estate dealer and divorced father of four 
children who was many years her senior. The marriage lasted less 
than a year.

Later, pubs assumed an impor¬ 
tant part in village life; the coun¬ 
ty’s legal and local government 
systems can both be traced back 
to the pub’s role as a centre of 
community affairs. 

Nowaday pubs are places of re¬ 
laxation where the people of a 
particular area, or those with si¬ 
milar interests, can meet at lunch¬ 
time or in the evening for a drink 
some food and perhaps entertain¬ 
ment too. 

Groups of people often adopt a 
pub as their ‘local” and use it as 
an impromptu meeting place. Ot¬ 
her pubs become associated with 
trades or professions: in London 
there are pubs traditionally used 
by actors, dock workers, market 
porters, fishermen, printers, jour¬ 
nalists and lawyers. 

The search for customers enco¬ 
urages some pubs to cater speci¬ 
ally for people with particular in¬ 
terests. In the south of England 
there are pubs where the decor 
(and often the conversation) is 
devoted to such diverse subjects 
as cricket. World War n prison

The Smallest And The Oldest 

Some London pubs try to attract 
customers at lunchtime with dan¬ 
cers or even strip shows. Others 
have natural claims to fame which 
make them a perennial tourist att¬ 
raction: one of these is the tiny, 
500-year-old Smith’s Anns at God- 
manstone in Dorset, in southwest 
England, which claims to be the 
smallest pub in Britain. The floor 
area is 14m by 3.6m. Another is 
the Trip to Jerusalem Inn in Nott¬ 
ingham in the English midlands, 
which is said to be the country’s 
oldest pub, 1000 years old. 

Interesting pubs like these are 
never short of customers. It is the 
75-year-old to 100-year-old Victor¬ 
ian pub, perhaps in a poor suburb 
of London which seems doomed 
to die a lingering death as the 
lack of customers discourages any 
modernisation and the seedy atm¬ 
osphere means ever fewer at the 
bars. 

Or does it? Some pubs have 
managed to make a virtue of their 
age — and even of their squalor 

The Lamb, in Lamb’s Conduit 
Street, central London, is a pre- 
Victorian pub which is proud of 
its tradition. Dim lights, dark, 
woodwork, brass rails and ancient 
glass serving hatches, remind one 
inescapably of a Charles Dickens 
novel; it is no surprise to learn ' 
that Dickens drank at The Lamb 
when he lived nearby.

upon a decor made up of dust, 
mildew and spiders' webs it was 
rechristened. Now Dirty Dick’s, in 
Bishopsgate, where the City bor¬ 
ders on the East End, is one of 
London's leading tourist attract¬ 
ions— and it is to be hoped that 
the tourists quickly realise that the 
webs are made of nylon, the mil¬ 
dew is painted on and the beetles 
are made of plastics. 

On a rather higher cultural pla¬ 
ne, it is possible to go to the the¬ 
atre in a London pub. Several We¬ 
st End pubs have theatre clubs, 
but the most famous is at the 
King’s Head, in Islington, where 
repertory actors put on a full len¬ 
gth play every night. 

Customers can have a drink, then 
dine and watch the show in a soun¬ 
dproofed room at the back of the 
pub while business continues as 
usual at the front. The theatrical 
standard is high and the pub has 
had several important "first nig¬ 
hts” with leading critics in the 
audience. 

A Gimmick Worked 

American bom Dan Crawford 
and his wife Joan built the theatre 
room at the back of the pub as a 
gimmick, and it has worked. “You 
should have seen this place when 
we took it over,” said Mrs Craw¬ 
ford. “It was derelict and we used 
to have hardly any customers, ev¬ 
en on a Saturday night. We had 
to think of some kind of attract¬ 
ion, and because my husband was 
& stage manager in America we 
chose the theatre. It has really 
filled the bill and we get very busy 
new." 

A similar gamble was taken by 
Irishman Pat Lawless when he was 
appointed manager of the King 
and Queen, a big pub in Marlboro¬ 
ugh Place, Brighton, on England’s 
south coast. The King and Queen 
had a reputation as a "tough”pub, 
which was not likely to attract 
either the holidaymakers or local 
businessmen. So Mr Lawless and 


his wife, Sammy, set about chang¬ 
ing its image. 

Making use of the medieval 
style buildings, they turned the 
King and Queen into a “baronial 
hall" complete with paved court¬ 
yard, portcullis and minstrels’ ga¬ 
llery. It is not entirely a gimmick, 
for the pub has strong associations 
with the history of Brighton. 

On the lighter side, visitors can 
still see a hole in the wall through 
which a former landlord, an ex¬ 
army sergeant, secretly passed 
mugs of ale to his comrades at the 
beginning of the last century. 


Country Wines 

Mr Lawless has also reintroduced 
at the King and Queen some of the 
food and drink for which pubs 
were once famous. In addition to 
the usual pub meals of pies and 
salads, he serves a huge selection 
of English cheeses. The drinks in¬ 
clude American, Australian and 
German beers — and wines made 
from English flowers and fruits. 
Country wines used to be popular 
in pubs, but in the last century 
they have largely been replaced 
by beers and spirits. At the King 
and Queen visitors can sample 
cherry, apricot, blackcurrant, par¬ 
snip, elderberry and even dande¬ 
lion wine. They may not be as 
nice as the wines made from gra¬ 
pes grown in more famous parts 
of the world, but they are said by 
country people to be a cure for 
many ills, ranging from ordinary 
colds and sore throats to rarities 
such as snake bites and witches’ 
spells. 

“As soon as I looked at the pub 
I realised it had endless possibili¬ 
ties,” said Mr Lawless, who with 
his staff recently won a brewery 
award for his efforts.

ATHENS, Greece (CSM). — Both 
Greece and Turkey are pushing 
ahead with oil prospecting opera¬ 
tions on and near the disputed 
Aegean seabed, as their foreign 
ministers try to ease Greek-Tur¬ 
kish tensions. 

Under a UN Security Council 
decision Aug. 25, Greek Foreign 
Minister Dmitrios Bitsios and Tur¬ 
kish Foreign Minister Ihsan Sabiy 
Caglayangil have begun fresh ne¬ 
gotiations in New York on boun¬ 
dary and airspace rights — and 
possibly other issues such as Cy¬ 
prus— which are vexing their 
relations. 

Meanwhile, both Greek and Tur¬ 
kish governments, in collaboration 
with foreign oil companies? are 
moving ahead with exploration 
plans which both hope will some¬ 
day make tbeir countries self-suffi¬ 
cient in oil. 

Top executives of Greece’s pub¬ 
lic oil corporation, Dep, have be¬ 
gun meetings in Kavala in north¬ 
ern Greece with five engineering 
executives of the West German 
oil firm of Wintershall to chart 
north Aegean exploration. The 
survey ship Votengo 3, provided 
by the Compagnie Generale Geo¬ 
physique of France, was due to 
begin soundings in late Septem¬ 
ber. 

Greece’s 1973 oil discoveries off 
the northern Aegean island of Th- 
assos aroused interest in the poss¬ 
ible oil potential of the entire 
area. 

After past unsuccessful explora¬ 
tion by Shell, British Petroleum 
and other major companies, it was 
the small Oceanic Exploration Co¬ 
mpany of Denver, Colorado, which 
first struck the Primos field off 
Thassos in 1973. 

Under a contract originally sig¬ 
ned with the 1967-74 Greek dicta¬ 
torship, but revised last year in 
the Greek government’s favour by 
the regime of Prime Minister Con¬ 
stantine Caramanlis, the Greek 
state’s share is to be 65 per cent 
of production up to 200,000 barr¬ 
els per day and 80 per cent after 
that. 

During the first years, this cla¬ 
use is supposed to operate only 


after Oceanic recovers its capital 
expenditure and operating costs 
from its slice of the gross income.

The faithful 
of both religions have been visit¬ 
ing the site at different hours. 

The Moslem religious leaders 
ended their "sit-in” strike later 
today after the Israeli military 
governor promised an inquiry into 
Israeli encroachments of the holy 
place. 

But the curfew clamped on this 
city remained in force.

CAIRO, Oct 2 (R). — The Soviet 
Union has recently sent Libya a 
shipment of sophesticated arms, 
the influential Egyptian paper A1 
Gomhouria reported today. 

In a front page report, the pap¬ 
er said the arms were cent in 
response to an urgent message 
from Libyan leader Muammar 
Qadhafi to Soviet Communist Pa¬ 
rty Chief Leonid Brezhnev and 
Premier Alexei Kosygin. 

A1 Gomhouria said the shipme¬ 
nt included 75 fighters, a number 
of heavy bombers, 12 reconnais¬ 
sance planes, naval units and Sam 
missiles of various ranges. 

The paper added that Soviet 
experts, working under strict se¬ 
curity measures, were sent with 
the weapons. 

Egypt, in dispute with the Sov¬ 
iet Union, has repeatedly accused 
Qadhafi of turning Libya into an 
arsenal of Soviet weapons and 
granting the Russians large mili¬ 
tary facilities.
